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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has a separate 
utility such as questioning and ranking the responses of surveyed individuals for 
forecast demand/research purposes. Invention II has separate utility such as verifying 
the accuracy of a questionnaire participant's responses for marketing assessments. 
Invention III has a separate utility such as assessing the risks associated with certain 
individuals/entities based upon specific criteria and classifications. See MPEP §
